RESOLUTION 

New Delhi, the 22nd October 1948 
No. 7 .60 - IB / 48 . -- Pursuant to tlve sine renehel ut a Conference which 
was attended by representnt ves of Indian Sales , Unions of States and Pro 
vinore , the Government of Indiy have decided that the loss, rosulting from tho 
sule of imported foodgruins in Ind 111 Slates and Tin ons of States ut prices fixed 
by the Goverurnent of India , should be shared (-1; 119lly between th . Governments 
of tlio States and Unionis concomiled and the Central Government . The Govern 
inent of India have been pleased to grant this sudy in addition to the bonus 
which they love already ugrcell to pay to the Comments of Invlion Santos 
and Unions , exactly as in the cas - of Provinces, in respect of foodcraing pro 
Gured in the States and Unions or nyported his em to other parts of the 
country. This arrangement will hold gooil for the present till 31st March , 19:19. 

2 . During the cours of the discussills at t?: : Cuifrreno ruferred to above , 
the fimncial position consecut pull the integration of aurtnin States into 
Uuions of Stutus came under review . Ther? 11: 16 general marcament thnt tho 
cxisting tintinn mint financial structure in 111 .. Unionis sluulit he exaniined by 
a Cornilter of Experts , who should also mitri Tipos rogurding the sources 
and lernis of taxation in the Unions , anil t : 1 - 1 ls rrul macluncit for their 
imposition , assessment and collection , harren lille rrgard to the requirements 
of 1:"rlern standards of administrution . It nos , morcover , , agreed that such 
all onquiry could , with advantage , le HXiender to tle States which had not 
inerged into Unions .. 

It was further agreed that the propinscrl Crimmilton of Enquiry could also 
usefully consider and make recommenlat: 0115 concoioing the question whether 
the States oud Unions of States should rint, in financial matters , be brought 
into a portion similar to that of the Provirecs , so that there might eventually 
emerge a uniform ersten ) of fodernl finance throughout India , and if so , to sug 
gest the manner in whiclı such a oljoetive could best bo nchiered . 

3 . The Governmunt of India lunes altor careful cons derntion , accepteri 
these decisions , they are satisfied that an enquiry of the kind agreed to in the 
Conference would be in the best intereste not only of the States and U :nong, 
but also of the county as a whole . They liore recordingly decided to constitute 
a Committee of Experts to enquire into the finances of Indian States and Unions 
of States, with the following Terms of Referenca : 

" To examine and report upon : 
( 1) the present strunture of Public Finance in Indian States and Unione 

of Statos ; : 
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brackets " Twenty five thousand rupees (Rs. 25, 000 ) " shall be 

substituted . 
( ii) In clause (b ) for the words , figures, letters and brackets " Thirty 

thousand rupees (Rs . 80 , 000 ) " the words, figures , letters and 
brackets " Fifty thousand rupees ( Rs. 50, 000 ) " sball be 
substituted ,
